Dutch Crown Princess To Wed Ex-Nazi 


THE HAGUE 
(U PI)-Q ueen 
Juliana of The Netherlands to­ 
day announced the engagement 
of Crown Princess Beatrix to 
Claus von 
Amsberg, 
a 
West 
German diplomat and former 
Nazi soldier. 


The Queen urged the nation 
not 
to 
hold 
Von 
Amsberg’s 
Nazi past against him. 


In 
announcing 
the 
engage­ 
ment over a nationwide radio 


and 
television 
network 
from 
Soestdijk Palace. Queen Juliana 
took notice of the opposition lo 
the marriage. But she said the 
couple’s love was stronger than 
the objections of some Dutch 
citizens. 


Beatrix. 27. is first in line to 
the Dutch 
throne. Von Ams- 
bcrg, 38, was a youthful soldier 
in the Nazi arm y in the closing 
days of World War II. 


“ Claus and his family have 
opposed the Nazi regime,” the 
Queen said. 


Opposition May Die 


The wedding is not expected 
to be held before the spring of 
1966 and in the meantime much 
of the opposition to Von Ams­ 
berg is expected to die dowm. 


Queen 
Juliana 
herself 
calmed some doubts when she 
said she does not intend 
to 


leave the throne iii the imme­ 
diate future. 


There was no certainty the 
Dutch 
people would reconcile 
themselves to the m arriage or 
that the government would con­ 
firm Beatrix as retaining her 
right 
of 
succession 
to 
the 
throne. There have been press

Cong Bombed With Leaflets 


SAIGON (UPI) - U.S. Air 
Force jets filled the skies over 
five Communist North Vietnam­ 
ese cities today with an esti­ 
mated 2.7 million leaflets ac­ 
cusing 
the 
Hanoi 
regime 
of 
bartering rice for Chinese Com­ 
munist guns. 


In the south, American B27 
jet bombers hit a Viet Cong 
staging area 210 miles south­ 
east of Saigon and killed an 
estimated IOO Viet Cong. The 
attack with 500- and 750-pound 
bombs destroyed 116 buildings, 
pilots reported. 


Despite the air attacks the
